be ensured by acquainting the occup- 
ants with the best and most expediti 
ons mode of exit in time of danger. 

6. Special instruction on the subjec: 
of fire prevention be given by the tof 
chers and by the municipal officials’ i: 

~~ the schools and that such appropriat 
literature as may be made availad) 
be distributed to the pupils. 

6. Boy Scout leaders give instruc 
tions to the troops under their control 
as to the best means of co-operat nj 
with municipal fire departments in the 
prevention and extinguisi:ment of fi-e:

Out of 2,600,000 inhabitants of 
France driven trom thelr homes dur- 
ing the world war, 76 per cent. have re- 
turned, according to Robert Messon, 
| Director-General of the Credit Lyon- 
nais, Paris, at the eleventh annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerca 
of the United States in New York, as 
recorded in Forbes Magazine. Of the 
1,500 miles of standard-gauge track 
destroyed, 100 per cent. are operated 
again, Out of 8,000,000 acres of de 
vastated land, 91 per cent, are restor- 
ed, Of the 22,900 industrial plants 
destroyed, about 90 per cent. are 
working again, So far, the expendl- 
‘ture on reconsiructfon of material 
damages amounts to 54,000,009,000 
frances, and the payments for personal 
damages (capitalization of pension 
‘ompensations, ete.) to 31,000,000,000. 
| With the interest paid on the loans 
ralsed to procure these amounts, the 
French Government has disbursed to 
date more than 97,000,000,000 frances.

The German fleet, scuttled at Scapa 
Flow in June, 1919, is to be raised, cut 
up, and sold for junk, The admiralty 
has signed a contract with a private 
company which has purchased part of 
the sunken ships, and will start opera- 
tions at once to raise them.

Freight Rate Arrived at on Coal from 
Alberta to Points in Ontario 

A freight rate of $7.00 per ton has 
been fixed, it is stated by Premier 
Greenfield, for experimental shipments 
of Alberta coal to Ontario, over the 
Canadian National lines. Agreement 
to this effect hag been reached be- 
tween the Government and the ratl- 
way authorities, and arrangements 
will be made at once for the first ship- 
ments. The coal will be sent from 
Drumheller, Brazeau, Saunders and 
other mimes on the C.N.R. lines, and 
will be billed through to various 
points in Ontario. It is expected 
that between 4,000 and 6,000@tons will 
be shipped on this basis. 

Under this arrangement the opera- 
tors will make a price of about $4.50 
per ton, which will enable the coal 
to be sold in Toronto and other On- 
tario cities at $12 or thereabouts.

“According to Cahadian customs,” 
proceeds the Temps, “the speech had 
an immediate effect. Over there 
promise and fulfilment are one and the 
same thing and the first Canadian 
contingent embarked for Europe.” 

The Temps concludes: “Such min- 
utes are decisive in the life of peoples. 
Canada’s example is a living lesson for 
two great eolna united in war by the 
glorious brotherhood of arms and 
whom the memory of those fallen on 
the battlefields under the British and 
the French flags ought to continue 
united for the tasks of peace.” 


What Insulin Is 


Dr. Banting’s Discovery For Cure Of 

; Diabetes Explained 

Much has been sald in the news- 
papers lately about “insulin,” the new 
remedy for diabetis discovered by Dr. 
F. C. Banting, of Toronto University, 
but few people know exactly what it 
is. 

Insulin is an extract of fresh, 
healthy beef pancreas, a solution of 
the internal secretion of the pancreas 
of the ox. The extract is made by 
souking the fresh organ in a mixture 
of aleohol and diluted hydrochloric 
acid One reason for choosing this 
solvent {s that while it dissolves the 
internal secretion, the-external secre- 
tion (whose chief constituent is tryp- 
sin and which is of no value in the 
present connection) is left undissoly- 
ed, The solution made is so steril- 
ized. Insulin has caused sugar varying 
in quantities from 2 to 7 grammes to be 
utilized in various patients per diem. 
The effect, apparently, is evanescent 
and lasts only eight or nine hours, so 
injections 


are necessary every 


duy. 


Making Airplanes Think 


Electrically Controlled Perforated 
Paper Does the Work 

“Making airplanes think” is the lat- 
est diversion of the Freneh aviation 
experts at Villlers Coublay, according 
to the few details that have been al- 
lowed to leak out, but which indicate 
considerable success attained. 

Hitherto, it has been thought neces- 
sary to have at least one passenger in 
machines controlled by wireless, his 
duty consisting in dropping bombs or 
taking photographs, With a new de- 
vice, however, an electrically ‘con- 
trolled roll of paper providing con- 
tracts whenever certain altitudes and 
distances are attained, is made to do 
the same work. 

For instance, by inserting a proper. 
ly perforated “music roll,” an unoc- 
gupled plane has been started on a 
twenty-mile flight, risen to 250 méfts 
at the end of tho third mile, released 
a dummy bomb, circled to the left for 
ten miles more, descended to less than 
500 meters, opened its camera eye to 
snap the scenery below while the mo- 
tor slowed down to prevent blurring 
the pictures, and resumed normal 
ight back to the starting point, land- 
ing safely,
